organization. 

By a vote of 11-8 they passed the following. motion 
"That this conference approves thé principle of ° .«♦"«»««?• 
tour on a reciprocal, basis in bo far, as it shall not 
member to. revise its relationships to NFCUS 

When asked, three universities — Laval, Ottawa and 
Dalhousie — stated they would withdraw from NFCUS if

The final vote In plenary sessions* 
reversed . a previous decision in 
four of the visits taken, in com- 
mission stage Tuesday.

Wednesday morning after Laval an- 
nounced it. might withdraw from 
the Fédération qn the qûestion-This 
trend was strengthened by a state- 
ment ' Wednesday by Quebec Pre- 
mier Maurice Duplessis .that he 
would oppose any such éxehange. 

McGill's' Students' Society Presi- 
dent, Mcl Rothman, was among the 
strongest opponents of the motion 
warning that unity achieved in this 
way would have no substance. He 
said "It Is my belief that NFCUS 
in adopting this position, has in 
effect given to a minority the right 
of vetoe over the expressed dec! 
slon of the majority of universities. 

Thé terni of democratic protest 
under which NFCUS is presumed 
to operate states quite clearly that 
action will be taken on majority 
sentiment, and no deviation from 
this -principle, can be. made un- 
less we are to : admit that, In any 
given situation? one university can, 
by the mere threat of secession, 
compel the majority to reverse its 
decision. ' . 

This issue has been placed as a 
matter of 'Canadian Student Un- 
ty.' In my opinion, such a posi- 
ton is dangerously unrealistic, for 
without the democratic guarantee 
of majority rule, such unity is no- 
thing more than a paper unity.

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Quebec, Oct. 16.— Thé question of the So 
viet Tour has been settled. And in settling 
! it a severè threat to the continuation of an 
effective existence of Canada's national stu- 
dent union has come into being. 

The decision on the Soviet tour has come 
not on any question of the tour itself but be- 
cause à minority group threatened to 'seceed 
if the tour were U> be approved. The minor 
» ity opinion has triumphed 

The national conference of NFCUS, in 
conceding the question to a vociferous ând • 
insistent minority, has ceased existence as a 
representative body dedicated to the prin- 
ciples of democratic procedure. AVe do not 
deny the right of any member of a federation 
to withdraw fr6m it when it fèels that its own 
principles are being compromised. The uni- 
versities who felt they should seceed from the 
federation undoubtedly had that right but the 
representative conference had no right to 
Change the previous decision of the Canadian 
étudent body because of their secession. 

The argument will be advanced that the 
question is one of choosing between a Soviet 
g visit and 'national student unity." If this 
were really the issue there would be no ques- 
tion, for we are sure the Canadian student 
i.'body if asked to decide on this basis would 
decide for unity. However, in introducing the 
question of secession, the Laval delegation 
made the mattèr not a question of the relative 




id national student unity,' 
but they made it a fundamental constitutional 
question. We have no doubt Laval did not 
intend this; but it is the fact. 
■ The situation at the moment is that the 
16th national' conference of.NFCUS.ha» de- 
cided to abrogate the democratic process and 
has ceased to maintain its representative posi- 
tion, by not expressing the true opinion of the 
Canadian students. 

Does the McGill student body wish to con- 
tinue active participation in such an organiza- 
tion? , Does it wish to have the money it pays 
to thé national organization used in ways not 
decided upon by the will of the majority? 
Does the McGill student body wish to have 
its representatives attend national conferences 
if majority sentiment determined by due 
democratic processes is to be meaningless? 

We feel that tonight's developments are 
tragic. The highest ideal of a national stu- 
dent community as originally envisaged by 
the Canadian student has been brought to no- 
thing. Tlfe best that is in the Canadian stu- 
dent has been denied. We do not suggest a 
McGill secession from NFCUS. This would 
be doing the same thing- we deplore, but we 
do strongly recommend to the McGill student r 
body that it seriously consider ita continued 
leadership and active participation in the or 
ganization.' 

The decision. is a grave one; consider it 
well, ' r —D.G.

Football Future in Balance 



Withdrawal From League? 



Vic Obeck's radio broadcast last Sunday 
s created, during the past week, quite a con- 
troversy as to what exactly was implied in 
-reference to McGill's football future. 

In no uncertain térms he warned the citiz- 
ens of Montreal that if the Redinen do not 
win a championship this year, it will be a 
long, long time before another chance to do 
bo presents itself. .This means that a victory 
tomorrow against the Mustangs is an absolute 
necessity if our team is to delay the inferred 
inevitable disaster which is fast approaching. 

Mr. Obcck summed up the reasons for his 
despondent forecast by stnting that McGill 
* will lose its "core" of veterans next year be- 
cause of graduation, and by pointing to tne 



where it was in 1947. 

We do not question the recommendations 
handed down last "spring by the Special Com- 
mittee on Athletics Vhich were accepted in 
entirety by the Board of Governors and. the 
Senate of McGill. The University acted, and 
very wisely, to prevent corruption of univer- 
sity athletics in Canada and especially at Mc- 
Gill. But to continue in intercollegiate com- 
petition without being, able to provide the 
standard of piny demanded by the league 
would be asinine. 

The Committee realized this and actually 
considered withdrawal from intercollegiate 
sports. But the Committee decided to adopt 
tue alternative of continuing in intercollegiate 




If tho proposal does not go 
through, the Russians will have a 
strong propaganda point.

What are the objections to this 
point' of vlewT Why the almost- 
frantic threats which even go' as 
far aa splitting NFCUS?

What of the feir that NFCUS 
and Canadian students will be 
looked on with suspicion.

It doea not add much to the sta- 
ture of our universities If. a fear 
of labelling will atop students 
from doing what Is felt 'to be 
right. 

The only legitimate objection 
is a financial one. Where can 



we raise the money to support 
the proposed delegation? It eonld 
be done if the will'wsa there. 

8o far the discussion hss net 
raised any earth-shaking points. 
Why the vehement opposition? 
Why does a president of a uni- 
versity shout with a straight face 
that he will never let Russians 
on his campus? 

It Is hard to answer. Perhaps 
-It might be explained away to 
a 1 psychologies! fear and hate nf 
everything Russian which Is the 
result of years of Isck ef at- 
tempts to understand the ether 
half of the world. 

Be that as it may, the time 
to decide has come. By the time 
this Dally comes out, the deci- 
sion will have been made. Any 
decision will be better than the 
endless walling and 'postpone- 
ments which have hitherto at- 
tended .anything even remotely 
connected with the problem.

What Is there to be gained by 
the proposed exchange of «tu 
dents?
